Elmer A. Riley of Los Angeles 
came before the planning ,;commis- 
sion January 25 and explained that 
he had arranged to enter into a 
10-year agreement with the San 
Antonio Water company to lease 
the land on North Campus avenue 
between Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
streets to construct an airport a! 
a cost of approximately $14,000. 
and asked the commission tc 
change the city zoning ordinance 
to permit its construction. The 
planning commission at that meet 
ing gave its approval. 

Last night Commissioner Wiley 
W. Mather declared it had beer 
his understanding that airplanes 
would take off in an easterly di- 
rection but that he has since learn. | 
ed that the flight pattern woulc 
be westward and that airplanes 
leaving the field would barely skin 
the tree tops on Euclid avenue. 

City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley said the distance from North 
Campus avenue to Euclid avenue 
is one-half mile. 

Mr. Mather suggested that i 
planes must take off against the 
wind current, that a location wes! 
of Euclid avenue should be select- 
ed. He said there would be ser- 
ious objection from citrus prop- 
erty owners to an airfield that 
permitted planes to fly at low 
altitudes over their groves’ and 
homes.

The commission at the January 
25 meeting requested Mr. Man- 
ley and City Attorney Edward E 
Gray to investigate the proposa’ 
and report back to the meeting 
of last night, and both gave re- 
ports.

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First Letter After Prison— 


Uplander Tells of Thrill In 
|Being Liberated From the Japs: 


: How it feels to have been a 
Jap prisoner more than three 
years—and then to be liberated 
and facing life anew as a free 
American is contained in a let- 
ter received today from Richard 
McClellan by his parents, ’Mr. 
and Mrs. C. A. McClellan. 


The letter was written Feb- 
ruary 8, a very short time after 
the conquering Americans lib- 
erated the soldiers and civilians 
in conquering the Philippines. 
That their son had been freed 
was the telegraphic message the 
parents received last week. 


While the son was writing the 
first letter home as a free man, 
he was handed a letter which 
the parents had written in No- 
vember and in cooperation with 
the Red Cross it had been sent 
to General MacArthur’s head- 
quarters at Leyte for distribu: 
tion to the prisoners if and when 
they were liberated. ‘The let- 
ter follows: 


“Hello Folks— 

“It’s good to be alive again! 
There is no substitute for Amer- 
ican chow and cigarettes, al- 
though they are a little hard to 
get used to after straight rice. 
I don’t want to worry you or 
string you a line of baloxey; so 
take all I say at face value and 
don’t read any horror stories or 
stuff in between the lines. : 

“It was a tough stretch, espe- 
cially these last few months. I 
went down to 112 pounds with- 
out being sick or suffering from 
anything but malnutrition. But 
now it is all over and you 


| 





wouldn’t believe how quick I am 
putting on weight. I have been 
very fortunate all the way 
through. I was never wounded 
or sick except with a minor 
tropical fever that everyone has 
over here like you have colds. 
Don’t: worry now—I am_ safer 
than you are—you have to cross 
busy street corners. 


“By coincidence, just as I sat 
down to write this, I was 
brought a message from you 
written Nov. 27, 1944 through 
Geneva, I had received about 
two dozen letters from you as a 
prisoner and they revived my 
morale 100 per cent. But never 
like this one. Your words were 
not limited and your gossiping 
details of life at home made me 
awfully homesick—home is so 
much closer now and you 
brought it even nearer. I used 
to think (while I was a prison- 
er) that I wasn’t in too much of 
a hurry to get right back. The 
idea of a rest in Australia or 
some such leisurely return ap- 
pealed to me. Now, I wish I 
could go aboard a plane and fly 
straight to Burbank. I can't 
give you any idea as to when I 
will see you as we have no Sail- 
ing date as yet. Our rescuers 
have more important things to 
worry about just now. I will 
try to be patient if you will. 

“T nearly cried over your won- 
derful snapshots. They were a 
smart thought—not many boys 
got them in their letters. 

“This is my limit, so I'll just 
send love to you all—and this 
time I really mean it—I’LL SEE 
YOU SOON.”

Forum on Veteran Psychology 
At Elementary School Tonight 


Second forum lecture on social 
relations with returning war vet- 
erans will be held tonight in the 
Upland Elementary school audi- 
torium from 7:30 to 9:15 o’clock. 

The lecturer, Dr. J. Edward 
Caster, professor of biological 
science at Scripps college and the 
Claremont college graduate school; 
will talk on the psychology of re- 
turning service men. 

Following an hour’s talk, he will 
answer questions posed by the au- 
dience. Dr. Caster stresses that 
he desires to talk with rather than 
to his assembly. Those who de- 
sire may bring written questions 
and have them answered. 

Persons who missed the first 
talk last Thursday are advised by 
Edgar C. Pierce, secretary of the 
Upland Coordinating council, that 
they may attend the session to- 
night simply by registering at the 
door. The course is free and is 
open to all residents of the Chaf- 
fey high school district. It is 
sponsored by the coordinating 
council as an adult education class 
at Chaffey college.

Dr. Caster brought to his list- 
eners the latest findings of medi- 
cal sciences in the proper macner 
Of association with men released 
from battle zones and his presen- 
tation was given simply ina inter- 
estingly. 

He read an item from the “New 
Yorker” magazine that created

»he referred several times. It is as 
follows: 

“Psychiatrists and renabilita- 
tion experts are-busy setiing the 


stage for the returning veteran. 

“They are fairly well agreed 
that when the fighting man 
comes home he will require spe- 
cial handling. He will leap up 
in rage when he hears the baby 
cry, he will 2 unready to look 
for a job, and he will be unpre- 
pared for the r:sumption of the 
mild constraining intimacies of 
married life. 

“This may all be true, but we 
suspect that the rehabilitation 
people are frightening thou- 
sands of girls with these warn- 
ings and unfitting them to he 
wives of returnin» soldiers. 

“Girls are receiving so many 
instructions about pulling a 
man through the postwar mari- 
tal-adjustment period that they 
are going to be semething of a 
domestic pro»%lem themselves. 


“A man can endure plenty of 
things and can adjust to many 
situations but he can’t endure 
being treated witn studied :n- 
telligence by any other member 
of his household. A husband 
would rather be caugat in the 
beam of an enemy searchlight 
than in the awful glare of un- 
derstanding woman. 


“Our advice to girls who have 
husbands in the war is to relax. 
Besides, there is a good chance 
that your husband is going to be 
rather glad to get home and 
that he will act with a fair de- 
gree of normality, amibility 
and even enthusiasm. , 


“Tt’s all right to mix the old 
warrior a drink, but our advice 
is to mix yourself one first— 
you probably need it quite as 
much as he does.”
